President Barack Obama is assem- 
bling an ambitious second-term 
agenda, pushing aggressively where 
he thinks he has political leverage 
but moving more cautiously on 
issues where he has less control.

Among the second term’s top-tier 
issues, immigration maybe the one 
in which Obama enjoys the most 
leverage. The White House is hint- 
ing at a comprehensive bill this year 
that would include a path toward 
citizenship for millions of immi- 
grants now in the country illegally. 

Many Republicans, stung by 
heavy losses among Hispanic vot- 
ers, say they also want to revamp 
the nation’s immigration laws. But a 
sweeping bill with citizenship pro- 
visions is bound to draw some con- 
servative fire. If Obama goes big, it 
could put GOP leaders in a bind. 

Obama is less aggressive on 
other issues, such as climate 
change, where public opinion is 
divided. 

“Republicans are in a double 
bind over the debt and immigra- 
tion,” said Democratic strategist 
Doug Hattaway. “If Republicans 
cause a debt default and block 
immigration reform, they will 
have severely damaged the par- 
ty’s prospects for recovery from the 
thrashing they took in November.”

JPMorgan Chase 
Cuts CEO’s Pay 

New York 

America’s best-known banker is 
getting a big pay cut. JPMorgan 
Chase said Wednesday that it will 
dock the pay of CEO Jamie Dimon 
to $11.5 million from $23 million. 

It’s the latest fallout from an 
embarrassing trading loss at the 
bank last year, one that eventual- 
ly ballooned to $6 billion. Its ripple 
effects have already been numer- 
ous, forcing Dimon to appear con- 
tritely before Congress and putting 
the bank squarely in the crosshairs 
of regulators and lawmakers. 

The pay cut didn’t come as a 
surprise on Wall Street. What set 
it apart was that it amounted to a 
reprimand from the bank against a 
CEO who remains popular and well 
regarded, despite the stain of a trad- 
ing loss that Dimon once dismissed 
as a “tempest in a teapot.” (ap)

Former South Carolina Gov. Mark 
Sanford, whose political career was 
derailed because of his affair with 
an Argentine woman, announced 
Wednesday he will seek his old seat 
in Congress, saying voters are more 
concerned about their finances 
than his past indiscretions. 

“I think what they are most 
focused on is not the fact I have 
made a mistake and apologized 
and have tried to do right in my 
life since,” Sanford said. “What 
they are focused on is their pock- 
etbook and their wallet.” 

The Republican was a strong 
fiscal conservative long before the 
advent of the tea party and said he 
wants to go back to Washington to 


restore what he calls “fiscal sanity” 
to the nation’s finances. 

Sanford, 52, was considered 
a possible contender for the 2012 
GOP presidential nomination 
before his affair was revealed. In 
2009, the governor disappeared 
from his state for five days, with 
his aides saying he was hiking on 
the Appalachian Trail. 

All along, he was in Argentina. 

When he returned, Sanford con- 
fessed to the affair in a tearful news 
conference. He later called Maria 
Belen Chapur his “soul mate.” The 
couple plan to marry this summer. 

“The apology tour, if you want 


to call it that, is over,” he said. “All 
you can do is say I’m sorry. But at 
some point you have to lift up your 
head and start moving.” 

Sanford is seeking his old 
1st District seat along the state’s 
coast that became vacant when 
Gov. Nikki Haley appointed 
U.S. Rep. Tim Scott to fill the unex- 
pired Senate term of Jim DeMint, 
who resigned. 

Sanford’s ex-wife, Jenny, con- 
sidered running for the 1st Dis- 
trict seat but said Monday she will 
not. She said being at home with 
her family was more important.

U.S. Hostages Taken in Algeria 


Militant attack is 
possible spillover 
from Mali invasion 

Algiers, Algeria 

In what could be the first spillover 
from France’s intervention in Mali, 
Islamist militants attacked and 
occupied a natural-gas complex 
partiy operated by energy company 
BP in southern Algeria on Wednes- 
day. Two foreigners were killed and 
dozens of others were taken hostage. 

In Rome, U.S. Defense Secre- 
tary Leon Panetta said U.S. offi- 
cials believe that Americans are 
among the hostages in Algeria but 
that they are still trying to deter- 
mine how many. 


“By all indications, this is a 
terrorist act,” he said Wednesday. 

Panetta said it remained unclear 
whether the hostage-takers are 
connected to groups that France 
is fighting in northern Mali. 

However, a militant group 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack, saying it was in revenge for 
Algeria’s support of France’s opera- 
tion against al-Qaeda-linked Mali- 
an rebel groups to the southeast. 
It said it was holding 41 foreign- 
ers, including seven Americans. 

A militant spokesman who 
called the Nouakchott Informa- 
tion Agency, which often carries 
announcements from extremist 
groups, did not give any further 
details except to say that the kid-

Obama: We All Must Act 


President unveils 
his plan to eurb 
gun violence with 
an emotional plea 

Washington 

Conceding “this will be difficult ” 
President Barack Obama urged a 
reluctant Congress on Wednesday 
to require background checks for 
all gun sales and ban both mil- 
itary-style assault weapons and 
high-capacity ammunition mag- 
azines in an emotion-laden plea 
to curb gun violence in America. 

Obama’s sweeping, $500 mil- 
lion plan, coming one month after 
the school massacre in Connecti- 
cut, marks the most comprehensive 
effort to tighten gun laws in near- 
ly two decades. But his proposals, 
most of which are opposed by the 
National Rifle Association, face a 
doubtful future in Congress. 

Seeking to circumvent some 
opposition, Obama signed 23 exec- 
utive actions Wednesday, including 
orders to make more federal data 
available for background checks 
and end a freeze on government 
research on gun violence. But he 
acknowledged that the steps he 
took on his own would have less 
impact than the measures requir- 
ing approval from Capitol Hill.

NRA, White House Spar Over Ad 

The White House on Wednesday called a National Rifle Association video 
that makes reference to President Barack Obama’s daughters “repugnant 
and cowardly." Press secretary Jay Carney said most Americans agree that a 
president’s children should not be used as “pawns in a political fight." Carney 
was referring to an online ad from the pro-gun lobby that calls Obama an “elitist 
hypocrite" for having armed Secret Service agents protect his daughters at 
school while voicing skepticism about installing armed guards in all schools. 
NRA spokesman Andrew Arulanandam told The Washington Post on Wednesday 
that the ad was not directed at Malia and Sasha Obama. “The main aim of the ad 
is to make sure that we all act to keep our children safe," he said, (ap/t wp) 


“To make a real and lasting dif- 
ference, Congress, too, must act,” 
Obama said at a White House cere- 
mony with children and their par- 
ents. “And Congress must act soon.” 

His announcements capped 
a swift and wide-ranging effort, 
led by Vice President Joe Biden, to 
respond to the deaths of 20 children 
and six adults at Sandy Hook Ele- 
mentary School in Newtown, Conn. 


But Obama’s proposals set him up 
for a tough political fight with Con- 
gress as he starts his second term. 

“I will put everything I’ve got 
into this, and so will Joe,” Obama 
said. “But I tell you, the only way 
we can change is if the American 
people demand it.” 

Key leaders were tepid in their 
response. GOP House Speaker John 
Boehner’s office signaled no urgen- 
cy to act, with spokesman Michael 
Steel saying only that “House com- 
mittees of jurisdiction will review 
these recommendations.” Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., said he was committed to 
ensuring that the Senate will con- 
sider gun violence legislation “early 
this year.” But he did not endorse 
any of Obama’s specific proposals. 

Many Democrats say an assault 
weapons ban faces the toughest 
road in Congress. Obama wants 
lawmakers to reinstate the expired 
1994 ban on the high-grade weap- 
ons and strengthen the measure to 
prevent manufacturers from skirt- 
ing the prohibition by making cos- 
metic changes to banned guns. 

Obama said 900 Americans 
had lost their lives to gun violence 
in the four weeks since the school 
shootings. 

“We can’t put this off any lon- 
ger,” the president said. “Every 
day we wait, the number will keep

What to watch: 49ers QB Colin Kaepernick vs. Ravens LB Ray Lewis. What 
better final stage for Lewis than facing the dynamic 49ers quarterback who ran 
for 181 yards and two touchdowns in his first postseason game?

49ers vs. Patriots 


Reason to root for matchup: Elite offense vs. elite defense. The 49ers’ defense 
allowed the second-fewest points per game (17.1) and third fewest total yards per 
game (294.4). Meanwhile, the Patriots’ offense led the league in scoring (34.8 points 
per game) and total yards (427.9 per game). In their regular-season matchup, the 
49ers held the Patriots to three points in the first half, but New England exploded 
for 31 after the break in a 41-34 San Francisco win. 

What to watch: 49ers LB Aldon Smith vs. Patriots offensive line. The few times 
Tom Brady has struggled in his career, it’s usually because he’s been under 
pressure. Smith was second in the NFL with 1972 sacks this season.

Falcons vs. Ravens 

Reason to root for matchup: Everyone likes an underdog. The Falcons and 
Ravens are both expected to lose in their conference title games. Despite playing 
at home, Atlanta is a 3y2-point underdog. Baltimore is a 9y2-point underdog on 
the road. Then there’s history. While the 49ers and Patriots have combined for 
12 Super Bowl appearances and eight titles, the Falcons and Ravens have each 
made the Super Bowl once. It’s time for new blood. 



Falcons vs. Patriots 

Reason to root for matchup: Explosive passing attacks. Led by the top two 
remaining quarterbacks — Matt Ryan and Tom Brady — the Falcons and Patriots 
are loaded on offense. Falcons wide receivers Roddy White and Julio Jones each 
went for over 1,000 yards, and Tony Gonzalez had the second-most catches 
among tight ends. The Patriots will miss Rob Gronkowski, but they have plenty of 
different options with Wes Welker, Brandon Lloyd and Aaron Hernandez. 


What to watch: Falcons TE Tony Gonzalez vs. Ravens LB Ray Lewis. Two of the 
all-time greats at their position could be playing in their final game. To think it 
took Gonzalez 16 seasons before he even won his first playoff game is sad. 



What to watch: Ryan vs. Patriots defense. New England coach Bill Belichick is a 
creative genius on defense. Ryan is just trying to earn respect after completing 
his third-straight season with double-digit wins and a passer rating in the 90s.

Te’o’s Story 
Of Girlfriend 
Was a Hoax 


College Football 

A story about Manti Te’o’s girlfriend 
dying of leukemia, which the Notre 
Dame All-American credited with 
inspiring him as he led the Fighting 
Irish to the BCS title game, turned 
out to be a hoax apparently perpe- 
trated against the linebacker, the 
school said Wednesday. 

The university issued a news 
release Wednesday after Deadspin 
.com reported it could find no record 
that Lennay Kekua ever existed. 

The university said that Notre 
Dame coaches were informed by 
Te’o and his parents on Dec. 26 that 
Te’o had been the victim of what 
appeared to be a hoax. Someone 
using a fictitious name “apparently 
ingratiated herself with Manti and 
then conspired with others to lead 
him to believe she had tragically 
died of leukemia,” the school said. 

The university said “the prop- 
er authorities” are investigating a 
“very cruel deception to entertain 
its perpetrators.” 

The week before Notre Dame 
played Michigan State on Sept. 15, 
coach Brian Kelly told reporters that 
Te’o’s grandmother and a fi'iend had 
died. Te’o didn’t miss the game. He 
said Kekua had told him not to miss 
a game if she died. Te’o turned in 
one of his best performances of the 
season in the 20-3 victory in East 
Lansing, and his playing through 
heartache became a prominent 
theme during the Irish’s undefeat- 
ed regular season, tom coyne (ap)

Lance Armstrong said Wednesday 
that viewers can judge for them- 
selves how candid he was in his 
interview with Oprah Winfrey. 

“I left it all on the table with 
her and when it airs the people can 
decide ” he said in a text message 
to the Associated Press. 

Armstrong responded to a 
report in the New York Daily News, 
citing an unidentified source, 
that he was not contrite when he 
acknowledged during Monday’s 
taping with Winfrey that he used 
performance-enhancing drugs. 

He’s also held conversations 
with U.S. anti-doping officials, 
touching off speculation that the 
team leader who demanded loyalty 
from others may face tough choic- 
es himself: whether to cooperate 
and name those who aided, knew 
about or helped cover up a sophis- 
ticated doping ring that Armstrong 
ran on his Tour de France-winning 
U.S. Postal Service squads. 

“I have no idea what the future 
holds other than me holding my 
kids,” he said. 

Armstrong’s interview hasn’t 
even aired, but already some peo- 
ple want to hear more — under oath 
— before he’s allowed to compete 
again in elite triathlons, a sport 
he returned to after retiring from 
cycling in 2011. In addition to strip- 
ping him of all seven of his Tour de 
France titles last year, anti-dop- 
ing officials banned Armstrong 
for life from sanctioned events.

Philadelphia hired Kelly on 
Wednesday, just 10 days after he 
decided to stay at Oregon. The 
49 -year-old Kelly, known as an 
offensive innovator, becomes the 
21st coach in team history and 
replaces Andy Reid, who was fired 
on Dec. 31 after going 4-12 in his 
14th season with the team. 

Kelly, who was 46-7 in four 
years at Oregon, interviewed with 
the Eagles, Cleveland Browns and 
Buffalo Bills in a two-day span after 
leading the fast-flying No. 2 Ducks 
to a victory over Kansas State in 
the Fiesta Bowl on Jan. 3. 

“Chip Kelly will be an outstand- 
ing head coach for the Eagles,” 
owner Jeffrey Lurie said in a state- 


ment. “He has a brilliant football 
mind. He motivates his team with 
his actions as well as his words. He 
will be a great leader for us and will 
bring a fresh energetic approach 
to our team.” 

On the day he fired Reid, Lurie 
appeared to be describing Kelly 
when he said he wanted to find a 
“real smart, forward-thinking coach” 
who is “strategic, a strong leader, 
very comfortable in his own skin.” 

The enigmatic Kelly reportedly 


was close to signing with the Browns 
after a long interview on Jan. 4. He 
met with the Eagles for nine hours 
the next day, setting up a soap-opera 
scenario in which the Eagles were 
competing with Browns CEO Joe 
Banner, their former president and 
longtime friend of Lurie who left 
the organization after a falling-out. 

But that roller coaster ended 
when Kelly opted to remain — tem- 
porarily — in Eugene, Ore.

Dan Harmon Leaves 
behind one ‘Community’ 
and builds another — on 
a podcast and on the road 

Comedy 

Dan Harmon, creator of NBC’s embattled 
cult comedy series “Community,” board- 
ed an airplane last May, a week after the 
show was renewed for a fourth season. 
By the time he landed in Los Angeles, he 
had lost his job as “Community’s” head 
writer — and his luggage, too. 

“Getting off the plane, there’s that 
moment when your phone reactivates and 
the backlog of messages comes in,” Har- 
mon says. “That’s when I found out [I’d 
been fired]. Nobody [from NBC] called 
me and talked to me about it. I found 
out after the decision had been made.” 

The show that he’d devoted the 
past three years of his life to, that he’d 
fought tirelessly for, was ripped away 
from him. To make matters worse, he 
had to process the news while search- 
ing for his luggage. 

“So, in the immediate wake of it, I 
was sitting on a linoleum, fluorescent- 
lit floor outside a dirty little lost-luggage 
office, with my head between my knees,” 
he says. “It probably looked like I was 
sad, but I think you would have assumed 
it was because I lost my luggage.” 


Harmon was thinking about the 
show’s fans — those ardent die-hards 
who don’t have Nielsen boxes — and 
what the change would mean for them. 

“I just kept thinking, ‘This is going 
to be a bummer for the people who get 
tattoos of the characters, the people who 
write poems about them, who write 
fan fiction — they’re the ones that are 
going to suffer,’” he says. 

Many reasons contributed to Har- 
mon getting sacked. Since its premiere 
in the fall of 2009, “Community” has 
struggled to attract the kind of view- 
ers NBC expects for its Thursday night 
comedies. According to Nielsen, the last 
episode Harmon worked on was seen by 
almost 2.5 million viewers — a fraction 
of the 14 million viewers who tuned in 
to the fall finale of “The Voice.” 

Harmon, 40, is also a self-described 
“autocrat” who feuded with his boss- 
es at NBC and whose perfectionism 
reportedly held up production. “The 
show was not the result of coopera- 
tion,” he says. Then there was his pub- 
lic rift with star Chevy Chase, who also 


wound up parting ways with “Commu- 
nity” after Harmon was given the boot. 

But the very things that made Har- 
mon a liability were also what helped 
make “Community” great. He was the 
show’s nerve center: Each misfit char- 
acter in the show’s core Greendale Com- 
munity College study group reflected a 
part of his personality. And despite its 
actual ratings, “Communitj^” drew crit- 
ical acclaim for its high-minded concep- 
tual episodes, rich character develop- 
ment and meta-minded humor. 

More people watch the show than 
Nielsen measures — they just stream it 
on Hulu or illegally download episodes. 
“Community’s” biggest fans live on the 
Internet, which is why Harmon’s lat- 
est project lives there, too. 

“Harmontown,” which began in 2011 
as a monthly live show for an audience 
of 50 -plus in the back of a comic-book 
shop in Los Angeles, is Harmon’s now- 
weekly podcast — a way for him to stay 
connected with his fans. 

Most “Harmontown” episodes, which 
are recorded live, feature Harmon and

co-host Jeff B. Davis pontificating on 
whatever they feel like. Episodes have 
included Harmon’s freestyle rapping, a 
discussion of the merits of the Liam Nee- 
son movie “The Grey” and an ongoing, 
serialized Dungeons & Dragons quest. 

This month, Harmon is bringing 
“Harmontown” to the people with a 
19-date tour across the nation, includ- 
ing a stop in Arlington on Saturday. 
He’ll perform a show almost every night 
— something he’s never really done 
before. “I did terrible stand-up when I 
was much, much younger and I stopped 
doing it because I was bad at it,” he says. 

Beyond a continuation of the D&D 
adventures, he doesn’t have any mate- 
rial planned, either. 

“I would never be ready for the tour,” 
Harmon says. “I could spend the next 
20 years sitting in a cave with a note- 
book and pencil and tap shoes and an 
overhead projector planning it and it 
would fall short of the possibility that 
exists if I figure it out each place I go.” 

Davis; Harmon’s girlfriend, Erin 
McGathy; and a documentary camera 
crew (headed by “Beauty Is Embarrass- 
ing” director Neil Berkeley) are along 
for the ride. Each show will be released 
as podcasts as they travel so fans can 
follow along at home. (A documenta- 
ry, probably focusing on the tour, will 
come soon after, Harmon says.) 

There’s something bleakly funny 
about a guy who created a show that 
allegedly few people watched retreat- 
ing to the back of a comic-book shop to 
preach to his followers and then taking 
the show on the road. Harmon has his 
own analogy: 

“I’m like a low-rent Jesus who doesn’t 
want to do a Sermon on the Mount 
because it feels too pretentious. He’s still 
really into himself, so he’s walking down 
to meet the people and handing them 
the nails to crucify him with. But while 
they’re doing it, he’ll say some stuff.”

The second is a cinematic single-cam show on Fox that he says is “craving an Emmy a little bit 
more." And then there’s his Adult Swim cartoon, “Rick and Morty,” left, which will premiere in 2014 and is “about a scientist 
who invented a diarrhea ray." If all three become series, “I don’t have any excuse to try and bite the hand that feeds me," he 
says. “So if I’m at CBS and they go, 1 don’t like this diarrhea joke,’ I’ll go. That’s perfect for my Adult Swim show.’ ’’ r.g.

How far would you go to keep your job? 
That’s the question asked (again and 
again) of Emma (Alyssa Wilmoth Keegan) 
in Studio Theatre’s U.S. premiere of “Con- 
tractions.” In this satirical look at corpo- 
rate control of our everyday lives, Emma 
squares off with her manager (Holly Twy- 
ford), trying to negotiate work-life balance. 

“When you first see it, it feels like a very 
clever, familiar experience,” says direc- 
tor Duncan Macmillan, “but it’s a Tro- 
jan horse — [playwright Mike Bartlett] 
gives you something that feels familiar, 
and then there’s something lurking in it 
that’s very subtle and destructive.” 

It’s obvious from the play’s start that 
something is off in the fluorescent con- 
ference room set; this is a chilly work- 
place. And Twyford’s nameless, emotion- 
less character is not a person, even if she 
is wearing stiletto heels. Instead, she’s the 
embodiment of a company. 

An actor’s job is to communicate with 
the audience, but Twyford’s task here is. 


as Macmillan puts it, “to confidently be 
onstage and communicate nothing.” 

Though the manager doesn’t have a 
character, she does have a gender. And 
since “Contractions” deals with the pol- 
itics of clauses in employment contracts 
that require employees to disclose person- 
al details, using a female actor was key. 

“If you put a man in that part, it becomes 
about him not having empathy for [Emma]” 
because he’s male, Macmillan says. 

A story of an employee tormented by 
a sadistic manager would be simple. But 
what happens over the play’s course is 
scarier: “The question is,” Macmillan 
says, “are we giving away access to our 
private lives?” 

Though the creative team behind the 
play is British, the corporate culture depict- 
ed in “Contractions” doesn’t feel foreign. 

“America in some ways is like the U.K. 
with the volume turned up,” Macmillan 
says. As the play races along, Bartiett turns 
up the absurdity — and the darkness. 

“The most horrifying stuff in the play 
is also the funniest,” Macmillan says.

When Paul Singer died in 1997, he Left 
a two-bedroom apartment in New Jer- 
sey stuffed with history. Not his own: Sing- 
er, a psychiatrist, was a collector of ancient 
Chinese artifacts. His collection eventually 
went to the SackLer Gallery, where its high- 
lights compose “One Man's Search for An- 
cient China." Curator Keith Wilson spoke to 
us about how the SackLer got the collection. 

Beyond the obvious similarities — 
both were psychiatrists, both were 
interested in Asian art — were Arthur 
Sackler and Paul Singer alike? 

By the '50s, Sackler was incredibly well 
established; he was a well-known collec- 
tor. He could buy anything he wanted to. 

He was interested in masterworks and he 
tended to buy collections from collectors. 
Singer was on his own personal mission to 
develop a collection that explained early 
China without totally relying on established 
paradigms and well-known masterworks. 

What pieces did Singer end up with? 

Things that were collected in Large part as 
art. Context was much Less important to 
collectors in the Late 19th and early 20th 
century. But as archaeology developed in 
China, scholars and collectors came to 
recognize the importance of provenance. 

Do you think the focus on archaeology 
diminishes these works’ role as art? 

The archaeoLogicalLy driven issues made 
the pieces infinitely more interesting. 

They're still studied as beautiful objects, but 
it's what the artifacts say about society and 
their users that's interesting to scholars and 
the general public, fiona zublin (express)

Words With Prez

Warren G. Harding 

created this favorite 
American term; before his 1920 
campaign, Jefferson, Adams et al 
were called “The Framers ” “If you 
say ‘Framers,’ it sounds like guys 
who came into your house and 
built something,” Dickson says. 
“‘Founding Fathers’ makes them 
sound almost like a collective 
body of wisdom. People now say, 
‘Oh, the Founding Fathers, this 
was their thinking.’ The reality of 
the Founding Fathers was they 
didn’t think alike. They were, in 
fact, framers — a bunch of guys 
coming in and working together 
to create something.” 


War Room 


It was during the 
Spanish-American 
War that William McKinley 

created this phrase, which now 
means any place that’s the center 
of planning anything. “All of a 
sudden, McKinley realizes he’s 
got a telephone, a telegraph and 
a box of maps,” Dickson says, 
meaning that McKinley could 
receive up-to-the-minute news 
about what was going on over 
on San Juan Hill and keep all 
that information in one central 
location. “So, he clears out a room 
and declares, ‘Now I have a war 
room.’ ” 


Squatter 


The problem with 
this word, coined by 
Founding Father (um. Framer) 
James Madison, is that “it doesn’t 
fit with the way you typically 
build words” in English, Dickson 
says. Namely, it doesn’t come from 
“proper” languages such as Latin 
or Greek. This drove the Brits 
bonkers. “The British gave us 
this language — it was the King’s 
English. And we were supposed to 
just use it, not change it,” Dickson 
says. “But in America, the impulse 
is to have a descriptive language, 
the language of the trapper and 
the farmer and the militiaman, and 
not necessarily the language that’s 
being handed down from on high.”

Michelangelo, Interrupted 


An unfinished statue 
prompts questions 
about the artist’s intent

We all have days when 
we fail at multitasking.

The Renaissance man | 

— who painted the ceiling 
of the Sistine Chapel — left 
unchecked items on his to-do 
list.

view at the National Gallery of Art 
through March 3, is a testament to 
a harried life. 

“More than half of Michelange- 
lo’s marble works were not finished ” 
says Alison Luchs, the museum’s 
curator of early European sculp- 
ture. “He would take on huge 
amounts of work and be 
carving several things at 
once. Evidence suggests 
he intended to finish them, 
^ but he kept getting assigned 
a new project or having to 
transfer his place of work.” 

“David-Apollo” is also open to

interpretation, which is why it has 
two names. Some scholars believe 
it was intended to represent David, 
the mythical figure who killed the 
giant Goliath; others believe it is 
the Greek god Apollo. It’s possible 
Michelangelo never decided which 
of the figures he was carving, Luchs 
says: “It may have started as one 
and was changing into the other.”

Brought here as part of the events 
connected to 2013’s “Year of 
Italian Culture" (see box above 
for details) and on loan fronn Florence’s Bargello 
nnuseunn, “David-Apollo" is a repeat guest in the 
West Gallery. The statue was previously on view 
at the National Gallery of Art in 1949, in a display 
that coincided with President Harry Trunnan's 
inauguration. Nearly 800,000 people viewed the 
work then (including, presunnably, Trunnan, whose 
inaugural reception was held there Jan. 20, 1949).

Even on areas that appear lifelike, 
such as the face, the sculpture's 
texture signals that the work is 
incomplete. The “wonderful veil of chisel marks" (which 
ultimately would have been polished away) offers a 
glimpse into Michelangelo's artistic process, curator Alison 
Luchs says. Yet, “David-Apollo" may have pleased the 
artist even at this stage. “You get a sense that he really 
loved seeing [his sculptures] in the state of becoming," 
Luchs says, “seeing figures emerging from the rough stone 
... when they were still full of possibilities." 


The mass on “David-Apollo’s" 
back could have been a quiver 
to hold arrows (if this were 
to be Apollo) or a sling (for David). Around the 
time Michelangelo created “David-Apollo," his 
allegiances were divided; He had strong ties to 
on-again-off-again Florentine rulers the Medici 
(one of their allies had commissioned the work), 
yet he had also supported the city's rebels, for 
whom David was a key symbol.

Rapper and actor 
Common plays an 
ex-con trying to Lead 
by example in ‘Luv’

Whenever rapper-actor Common 
speaks to children and teens, wheth- 
er he’s greeting fans or at an official 
event, the pressure is on. 

“I feel like, ‘Let me say some- 
thing that’s going to inspire them, 
some words they can walk with the 
rest of their life,’” says Common, 
who stars in “Luv,” opening Fri- 
day. “Because you don’t know when 
you’re going to have another time.” 

Uncle Vincent, Common’s char- 
acter in the Baltimore-set film, 
feels the same way. After spend- 
ing eight years in prison, Vincent, 
who’s now living with his mother, 
sets out one day to teach his young 
nephew Woody (Michael Rainey Jr.) 
how to be a man. The day starts out 
with discussions about girls, a trip 
to get Woody a custom-tailored suit 
and a hilariously halting driving 
lesson in a parking lot (the 11-year- 
old can barely see over the wheel), 
but slowly descends into crime and 
violence as Vincent encounters 
obstacles in his pursuit to start a 
legitimate business. 

“Fundamentally, [Vincent] is 
making small choices that turn 
into bad decisions,” Common says. 


“If that’s the world you’re used to, 
you may have the desire to do bet- 
ter, but sometimes the walls go up 
even quicker.” 

The way Vincent explains things 
to his nephew, much of being a 
man is the complete absence of 
fear, whether Woody is talking to 
girls, eating his first oyster or fir- 
ing a gun. “Not showing fear was 
something I would teach a young 


person differently than Vincent,” 
Common says. “Fear is something 
that I say if you feel it, you have to 
deal with it and realize that noth- 
ing will destroy you, that God’s got 
you. [Vincent’s] route was a short- 
er route, to say, ‘You ain’t gotta fear 
nothing.’ He was teaching what he 
knew the only way he could teach it.” 

Though the film uses a large- 
ly African-American cast and an 


urban setting to examine mascu- 
linity, Common says race plays a 
relatively minor role in Vincent’s 
definition of manhood. 

“I love that the story can be 
told from the perspective of a black 
human being, but any human can 
relate to it,” he says. “It does give 
people more insight into struggles 
people can go through, specifical- 
ly black people, but I remember 
watching ‘Slumdog Millionaire’ 
and thinking, ‘This is cool — the 
guy in the story is Indian, but 
anyone can relate to it.’ Those are 
the stories I want to be a part of.”

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ing menu is a departure for Graffiato, 
the small-plates restaurant that for- 
mer “Top Chef’ contestant Mike Isa- 
bella conceived as an homage to his 
Italian-American roots. It’s like Graf- 
fiato’s own minibar, but with ingre- 
dients foraged from the garbage. 
The “gems” menu is also the 
strutting, rock-star front man 
of the scrap trend already under 
way at fine-dining restaurants. 

“If we don’t use all the byprod- 
ucts,” says Cathal Armstrong, chef 
and owner at Restaurant Eve, “there is 
no way that fine dining could survive.” 

In the early 1990s, Armstrong was a 
saucier at Vidalia, when chef and owner 
Jeff Buben required cooks to have a 
hotel pan at their station for scraps. 
Such a basic conservation philosophy 
has hardened into a rigid waste-noth- 
ing mind-set in recent years, Armstrong 
notes. Diners, the chef says, are loath 
these days to pay an extra dime for 
dinner, yet food costs soar. That often 
is why chefs embrace whole-animal 
butchery in their restaurants, where 
they can buy and break down entire 


Once Trashed, 
Now Treasured 


Daring chefs embrace 
and elevate formerly 
scorned food scraps 

Trends 

Two decades ago — or even just a few 
years back, before the great economic 
calamity of 2008 — many of the fea- 
tured ingredients on sous-chef Adam 
Brick’s current tasting menu at Graf- 
fiato would have been found rotting in 
the trash. Pineapple skins. Lamb hearts. 
Egg shells. The tough little side muscle 
on a sea scallop that’s typically excised. 

Back then, few self-respecting, chef- 
driven restaurants would have consid- 
ered serving an ingredient such as beef 
tendon, the stuff often seen floating in 
a bowl of soup at suburban pho par- 
lors. In the white-tablecloth world of 
fine dining, beef has always meant rib- 


eye or filet mignon, or perhaps sirloin 
if you’re really slumming it. But right 
there among Brick’s new dishes is a 
small plate of beef tendon, a tough con- 
nective tissue that requires prolonged 
heat to soften into something rich and 
gelatinous and delicious. 

The tendon is just one of 12 cours- 
es that Brick has conceived for his $85 
“Gems” tasting menu, which is now 
offered every Sunday and Monday at the 
six-seat bar upstairs at Graffiato. Served 


on a split veal bone with a soft-scram- 
bled egg infused with smoked marrow, 
the tendon takes its place among other 
“gems”: diced lamb-heart tartare with 
smoked yogurt; halibut tail meat glazed 
with chicken-wing sauce; raw tuna mar- 
row in a broth prepared with the fish’s 
roasted spine; fried chips made from 
purees of rice and those tough scallop 
muscles; an egg-shell meringue sprin- 
kled over chocolate custard. 

Eccentric on its own. Brick’s tast-

carcasses. 

But whole-animal cooking requires 
a chef who knows how to turn off-cuts 
and byproducts into appealing dish- 
es. Take, for example, the veal hearts 
from the Randall Lineback calves that 
Armstrong buys. 

“Very often that’s a cut of meat 
that’s thrown in the trash can,” Arm- 
strong says. 

Instead of tossing those organs, 
Armstrong brines them for a cou- 
ple of days before slowly braising 
them until tender. He’ll sell plates of 
the braised hearts to select custom- 
ers who show an affinity for offal.

The Whole-Animal Approach other restaurants are devising novel ways to use off-cuts of meat and other uncommon ingredients: 


Rogue 24 (922 N St. N W, 202-408-9724; 
Rogue24.com) Chef and owner R.J. Cooper 
breaks down wild Scottish hares, using the legs 
for rillettes, the bones for consomme, the loins 
for a poached-and-roasted dish and the ribs for a 
pint-size rack of rabbit. He even soaks the whole 
hare in milk to extract the blood, which he then 
turns into a parfait. 


Ripple (3417 Connecticut Ave. NW, 202-244- 
7995; Rippledc.com) Overthe summer, chef 
Logan Cox brined, braised and caramelized 
yellowf in tuna collars (the bony section of the 
fish nearthe head that has long been a delicacy in 
Japan) and sold them for $40 for two people. “It’s 
the most intense umami flavor," Cox says. “This is 
easily the best part of the fish." 


Eola (2020 P St. NW; 202-466-4441, Eoladc.com) 
Chef Daniel Singhofen (who sometimes buys his 
young pigs with the head still attached) uses pig’s 
brain. After extracting the brain by cracking the 
skull with a cleaver, he will “cold poach" it, cube 
it and fold it into tortellini, which are then boiled 
and served with brown butter, butternut squash 
puree, crushed hazelnuts and sage. t.c.

reclaimed wood in the dining room, 
softly lighted with dangling Edison- 
style bulbs. And there’s a new face 
in the kitchen, Miles Vaden, who last 
worked for Jeff Tunks at Passion Food 
Hospitality but is probably best known 
for his time at Fiola and Eventide. 

While retaining a few Nage 
hits, including lobster mac 
and cheese, Vaden says he’s 
serving “what I like to cook” 
on his American menu. 
Chances are you’ll like it, 
too. His crusty crab cake, 
easy on the Old Bay seasoning, 
would taste at home in Baltimore. A 
bed of sweet potato hash and a ring of 
jalapeno remoulade make the entree 
even more special. In the dark of winter, 
Vaden’s beef bourguignon, luscious 
bites of meat and porcini mushrooms 
in a glossy red-wine sauce, calls to me. 

Less appealing is the one-note 
grilled octopus. But huzzah to the chef 
for offering an old-fashioned baked 
apple for dessert. 

Nage’s motto — “creative food 
without the ’tude” — rings true. Lures 
include bottomless Bloody Marys and 
mimosas for $15 at weekend brunch and 
three- and four-course tasting menus 
($40-$45, Wednesdays through Fridays). 

Vaden has been onboard since last 
January. Management kept his arrival 
hush-hush so it could promote all of the 
property’s revisions. 

And you thought no one in 
Washington could keep a secret.

The Sundance Film 
Festival has become 
one of the industry's 
top events of the year 

Film 

It’s that time of year, when a tiny ski- 
resort town becomes the place to be 
for anyone in show business — stars 
and directors, distribution execu- 
tives, musicians, unknown film- 
makers hoping that people might 
want to hear the stories they tell. 

The Sundance Film Festival, 
which opens on Thursday, takes 
over Park City, Utah, for a week 


and a half every January. Anything 
resembling a theater is booked with 
screenings. Bars and restaurants are 
stuffed with people talking deals, 
or discussing something crazy or 
unexpected they just saw on screen. 

“It’s almost like Burning Man. 
Once a year, this tiny little town 
transforms itself into kind of a crazy 
film city,” says writer-director Lynn 
Shelton (“Your Sister’s Sister”), a 
Sundance regular who returns this 
year with “Touchy Feely,” about a 
massage therapist suddenly struck 
by an aversion to touching others. 

The top U.S. showcase for inde- 
pendent cinema, Sundance has 
grown along with the do-it-yourself 


film world and has played a huge 
role in creating opportunities for 
low-budget filmmakers. 

Robert Redford started the festi- 
val in 1985 as an offshoot of his Sun- 
dance Institute, which offers profes- 
sional support to indie filmmakers. 

The first year, the festival showed

a couple of dozen films. This year, 
Sundance is playing 119 feature 
films from 32 countries, culled from 
about 4,000 that were submitted. 

Now the name Sundance is 
almost a synonym for the possi- 
bilities of independent film. The 
festival helped launch the careers 
Steven Soderbergh, Kevin Smith 
and Quentin Tarantino and has 
premiered such Oscar winners 
and nominees as “Little Miss Sun- 
shine,” “Precious,” “Winter’s Bone” 
and “Beasts of the Southern Wild.” 

“It’s gotten pretty overwhelm- 
ing,” Redford says. “I never antici- 
pated that it would get to this size.”

Director Kathryn Bigelow is 
defending the torture scenes in 
her Oscar-nominated film “Zero 
Dark Thirty,” saying torture was 
an undeniable part of the hunt for 
Osama bin Laden after the terrorist 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

The film opens with a decla- 
ration that it’s based on firsthand 
accounts of actual events. But Sen. 
Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif., and 
other lawmakers have criticized the 
film as misleading for suggesting 
that torture led to Intel on the loca- 
tion of bin Laden. Lawmakers asked 
Sony Pictures to attach a disclaim- 
er that the film is fictional. 

“Experts disagree sharply on 
the facts and particulars of the 
intelligence hunt, and doubtless- 
ly that debate will continue,” Big- 
elow wrote in an op-ed piece in the 
Los Angeles Times on Wednes- 
day. The comments were Bigelow’s 
most explicit reaction to the con- 
troversy so far. 

“As for what I personally believe, 
which has been the subject of inqui- 
ries, accusations and speculation, I 
think Osama bin Laden was found
